Weweotiroisifid/KipThiity 
two Ships, smdother VelTels, y^ithjEibout 20p* iiHeo, with 
four. Mondis Pfoviiion, and Ammunition, littte enough, but" 
had not One Man for a Pilot. When wecame to the fiLivo-,.' 
(which we had a hunditd Leagues to go up, beftnre we came 
into the River^ which was tlie occafion ofour'fca^^^ ft long 
Failajg^ but at length w&eot up to it ;) a Council was ca)l*d, 
to thmk what was beft to De done. It was agreed. That the 
Soldiers {hould be put afhore upon a Beach arout two Miles 
from the Town, and to get as near the Town .as, we could, 
and to Encamp tliat night, for therd^was a River between, 
us and the TowU, that was Knee deep at low Water m 
which we were to go over ^totbe Town : and in the night 
they were to fend in fbme f mall Veflels that had Guns, with.
